The  United  Str^tes  Department  of  Agriculture  released  today  the  estimated  grade  and 
staple  length  of  ;,.m,criCcan-Ep.yptian  cotton  in  the  United  States,  by  St-tes.  This 
report  was  released  in  response  to  requef>ts  for  qu-^lity  information  not  shown  in 
the  United  States  crade  ^^nd  st-olo  report  for  i-jnerioan-En'pt inn  cotton. 
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American-Egyptian  ginnings  totaled  73,189  bales  this  season  according  to  the  Bureau 

of  the  Census.     Individual  State  ginnings  are  reported  as  follows:     Arizona  and 

California  54,149  bales;  New  Mexico  8,355  bales  and  Texas,  District  5,  10,685  bales. 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  estimates  that  giades  Ko.  2-1/2  and  abov^. 
accounted  for  apprexlmately  82  percent  of  the  ginnings  in  Arizona  and  California, 
almoet  89  norcent  in  h>Tj  M.^xico  and  about  84  percent  in  Texas,  District  6. 

Estim.ates  by  the  D.jaartment  also  show  that  i-imeri  can-Egypt  ian  cotton  shorter  than 
1-1/2  inches  in  st-ple  length  accounted  for  about  58  percent  of  the  ginnings  in 
iirizona  and  California,  approxiiaately  59  percent  in  New  I.ltxico,  and  a  little  more 
than  58  percent  in  Texas,  District  6.
